Was Highly Respected Throughout 
Alabama—Monument to Him. 


British Government Sends an 
Expert in Interests of 
African Farn>s. 

J, Wesley Hoffman, of London, Eng¬ 
land, has been sent by his government 
to study the southern cotton fields and 
to make a collection, of seeds to be 
used In experimental cultivation of 
the cotton plant on what is termed 
“The model farm” in western Africa. 
Dr. Hoffman has been for fourteen 
months m western Africa representing 
the British cotton-growing association, 
which was organized' by the Lanshire 
manufacturers for the purpose of de¬ 
veloping the cotton industry in Africa. 

In an lntervle^y he said: 

“This year we have placed 50,000 
acres under cultivation. As-an official 
under the British government, it per¬ 
haps does not sound very well lor me 
to say it, but it Is a fact that Ameri¬ 
can macninery and everything that 
comes from your country meets w'ith 
popular favor over there. We have 
iww eeveral American gins in opera¬ 
tion at Kano, which we call the Afri¬ 
can Manchester, and in the near fu¬ 
ture I expect to see that place one of 
the most important cotton manufactur¬ 
ing centers of the world. In the Niger 
delta alone there are forty square 
miTbs of fertile cotton growing lands. 
As this territory Is developed it will 
open tip a market for American ma¬ 
chinery, for it is a recognized fact 
that your machinery is the best in the 
market.” 


A Forflt Clause. 

There is considerable interest main- 
fested over the contest in the comple¬ 
tion of the Selma city hall, market 
house and til’s department headquar¬ 
ters. This building was to have been 
completed over six months ago but 
dragged along until a new contract 
•was entered into with the old con¬ 
tractor, R. P. Manly, and a clause pro¬ 
vided that for every day before Aug¬ 
ust 15 that the building was completed 
the city would pay a bonus of ?10 a 
day and for every day required to 
finish It qfter August 15 Manly was to 
pay a forfeit of the same amount. 

Manly has filed two exceptions, one 
claiming that unavoidable delay 
was experienced in getting material 
and the other that the committee re- 
ouired some ext'-a wor't. 


Illinois Central to Birmingham. 

The agreement entered into some 
months ago between the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham railroad 
and the Illinois Central railroad by 
which'the latter is to come into the 
Birmingham district over the tracks 
of the former has been filed in the 
probate court. Trackage rights over 
the Illinois Central and the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley railroads into New 
Orleans are granted in consideration 
of the Frisco system, which owns the 
Kansas City, Memphis and Birming¬ 
ham, allowing the Illinois Central to 
use Its tracks from any point to be 
selected by the railroad company be¬ 
tween Aberdeen, Mlss.| and Jasper, 
Ala., to the freight yard junction at 
Birmingham. 


Struck by Engine. 

Hendley Jones, aged 30 years, a sec¬ 
tion foreman of the Seaboard Air Line 
railway, is dead from Injuries receiv¬ 
ed near Rerfroe, Ga.

Murder the Charge. 

London Anderson is in jail at Jas¬ 
per charged with the murder of his 
stepfather at Nauvoo last Sunday. Ac¬ 
cording to information there were no 
eye-witnesses to the killing. Sousa 
was a man of foreign birth and was 
said to be a desperate man when 
aroused. He was shot nine times with 
a pistol. 


Russia has filed a formal protest at 
the foreign office against British ship¬ 
ments of contraband to Japan. 

It seems that the Russian govern¬ 
ment since the beginning of the war 
has carefully watched the manufac¬ 
ture of goods intended for the use of 
the Japanese government, and as soon 
as it was e.'-tabllshed such goods were 
about to bo shipped to a hostile desti- 
n.V.lon, the facts were officially com¬ 
municated to the British government 
with the lequest that measures be 
taken to put a stop to it. It is fur¬ 
ther asserted that in many cases the 
government has not taken action and 
it is under.'-.lood that when the war 
ends Russi-a proposes to present a bill 
for damages to the British govern¬ 
ment which will offset the indemnities 
claimed foi the seizure of British 
steamers. 

It is also learned that Russia does 
not intend to hasten the question of 
settlement of the rights of vessels 
of the volunteer fleet to pass the Dar¬ 
danelles since, if negotiations on the 
subject ■were conducted at this time, 
as desired by Great Britain. Russia 
must be forced by the existing situa¬ 
tion to grant crrcesslons she would 
afterwards regret. 

Russia has agreed to fuliy indere- 
r’.ty German shippers and their con- 
s'gnees for any losses sustained b.v 
the seizures of German ships and the 
detention of the Prlnz Heinrich’s mail. 
An inquiry is now in progress to de¬ 
termine what claim shall be paid. 
Russia also agrees to restore and for¬ 
ward the contents of the two seized 
mail packages. 


THEY WANT A CHURCH. 

And Are Working at Night to Fnish 
the Building. 

At' Columbus, Ga., the new North 
Highlands Baptist church building is 
nearing completion under remarkable 
circumstances. The membership is 
small, there being only sixty or sev¬ 
enty and nearly all of them are work¬ 
ing people and in moderate circum¬ 
stances. Gene.'xms people in the com¬ 
munity contributed money to aid in 
the building of the church, but only a- 
few of the members could give mon¬ 
ey and so offered their labor. 

As they work all day In factories 
and shops, arrangement was made 
with the foreman of the building work 
for them to work at night. Squads of 
members of the church have been 
working a couple of hours at night on 
the church, the women holding the 
lights so they could see how to work. 

The members. In this novel manner, 
working solely by lamplight, laid prac¬ 
tically-sH the flooring, put up the ceil¬ 
ing, etc. 


TO KING EDWARD 

California Knights Templar Will Send 
Handsome Gift. 

California Knights Templar are pre¬ 
paring a gift for King Edward, of Eng¬ 
land, in appreciation of the honor con. 
ferred on California in sending a per¬ 
sonal representative with the delega¬ 
tion of the highest officers of the 
great priory of England and Wales to 
attend the Templar conclave at San 
Francisco next month. 

The souvenir consists of a volume 
of the history of the conclave, espe¬ 
cially bound and ornamented for the 
king. The covers are of California 
gold, hand-wrought, and a golden 
knight In fu'l armor is on the cover. 


Mobile Harbor. 

At a recent meeting of the Mobile 
Commercial Association the matter of 
securing a 35-foot channel on the bar 
was taken up and will be pushed to 
some sort of final action. It is point¬ 
ed out that with an expenditure of 
150,000 by the United States the chan¬ 
nel has been deepened from 24 to 27 
feet, and with an additional outlay 
of ?300,000 it can be made 35 feet 
deep and 800 feet wide, “thereby mak¬ 
ing Mobile the deepest and safest port 
on the gulf of Mexico,” says the report 
of the committee. 

VENEZUELAN CASE DECIDED. 


$6,000,000 in CTaTms Filed—Aggregate 
Awards About $300,000. 


Russian Cabinet Officer Falls 
the First Victim of a 
Deeply Laid Plot 

SUPPOSED WORK OF ANARCHISTS 


Was qn His Way to Emperor—Plot 
Was Known to Authorities,, but 
Former Attempt to Arrest Failed. 

M. von Plehve, Russian minister of 
the interior, was assassinated Thurs¬ 
day morning by a bomb thrown at his 
carriage while he was driving to take 
a train for the palace at Peterhof, 
Where he was to make his weekly re¬ 
port to the emperor. 

The assassination is believed to be 
the outcome of a widespread plot, the 
existence of which has been suspected 
for several days. Numerous arrests 
have already been made. Including that 
of the assassin, a young man who is 
believed to be a Finn, named Leglo, 
and who is now in a hospital severely 
and perhaps fatally injured by the ex¬ 
plosion of his own bomb. An accom¬ 
plice of Leglo, also aparently a Finn, 
but whose name Is unknown, has been 
arrested. He had in his possession a 
bomb which he tried to throw, but he 
was overpowered by the police in time 
to prevent great loss of life. 

The minister was escorted by a 
number of detectives on bicycles, and 
one of them jostled the assassin, who 
then rushed into the road and threw 
the bomb after the carriage. The 
missile struck the hind wheel and ex¬ 
ploded with fearful force, killing or 
wounding over a score of persons. Min¬ 
ister Plehve and his coachman were 
killed tmtright and an officer of the 
guard was fatally injured. 

The explosive is believed to have 
been composed of pyroxylin, as it gave 
off little smoke. The force of the ex¬ 
plosion was so terrific that it not only 
broke every window within a radius 
of half a mile, but reduced the heavy 
paving stones to powder, heaved up 
the pavement and flung a heavy piece 
of iron work of the carriage so that it 
severed the mast of a barge which fell, 
stunning the captain of the barge. 
Everybody In the street was knocked 
down and more or less bruised. 

Von Plehve during his two years of 
office as minister of the interior left 
a profound mark on ±he administrative 
reforms which were leading the coun¬ 
try toward more liberal institutions. 

'The impression prevails that his 
death’ will greatly weaken the influ¬ 
ence of the powerful war party favor¬ 
ing an aggressive policy in Manchu¬ 
ria. 

It is learned that -while the identity 
and nationality of the assassin of Min¬ 
ister, Plehve and his accomplice are 
still not definitely established, the po¬ 
lice are making progress in unravel¬ 
ing the skein. They are amazed to 
find how far-reaching was the conspir¬ 
acy. 

The documents found showTHe gx- 
istence of a wholesale plot toward min¬ 
isters, but the most remarkable fea¬ 
ture is that it did not include the czar, 
who is distinctly declared to be un- 
involved. 

The accomplice of the assassin of 
M. Von PlehYe'was seen to drop some¬ 
thing in the canal. Later a bomb -vias 
recovered from the water. 

As Minister of Justice Muravieff 
was driving to the Peterhof palace to 
report to Emperor Nicholas the assas¬ 
sination of the minister of the interior. 
Von Piehve, stones were thrown at 
him and his carriage windows were 
broken. 

Ammunition at Rort Arthur is re¬ 
ported as getting very short. 


Exempt from Taxation 
Cottage and mill help - houses are 
exem from taxation, accoring to a rul¬ 
ing made by Attorney General Massey 
Wilson, on the ten year cotton mill 
exemption law passed by the session 
of the llgislator of 1901. The question 
came up some time ago in a con¬ 
troversy over collection of taxes on 
houses owned by the cotton mill. 


Rev. Father Patrick A. O’Reilly, pas- 
tor'of St. Paul’s Catholic church, Bir¬ 
mingham, died Thursday morning at 
St. Vincent’s hospital from the Injuries 
he received Ey being thrown from a 
horse at Camp Jelks a week before 
while discharging the duties of chap¬ 
lain. 

Father O’Reilly lived and worked 
for Catholics and non-Cathollcs in this 
city and Immediate district for the 
past sixteen years. He made for him¬ 
self and his church during that period 
a lasting name. 

He was well known over the state 
and universal regret is expressed at 
his taking off. 

He was burled with the military 
honors of a major, 
honors of a major on a knoll near 
the beautiful St. Vincent’s hospital. 

Over this grave there will be placed 
a monument and people of all denomi¬ 
nations will participate in erecting it. 
A shaft will be raised that will tower 
high and may be seen from the city. 


RECEIVER IN CHARGE. 


Backed by Venezuelan Troops earner 
Succeeds Colley. 

Ambrose Howard Carner, the former 
managing director of the New York 
and Bermudez Asphalt company (who 
was recently appointed receiver of tfie 
company as a result of the suit brought 
by President Castro), backed by Ven¬ 
ezuelan soldiers, took possession of 
the properties of the company. Includ¬ 
ing the asphalt lake, against the en¬ 
ergetic protests of Captain Colley, the 
company’s representative. 

The steamer Viking, belonging to 
the company, escaped seizure. Foreign 
companies residing in Venezuela are 
alarmed over President Castro’s ag¬ 
gressive policy, which is directed also 
against French, British and German 
companies. 


FAT FEE 


For Attorney Herbert in Dewey Prize 
Money Case. 

Justice Gould has signed an order 
ratifying the auditor’s report in the 
case of Admiral Dewey against the 
Don Jufn do Austria and other p’^Iza 
property. A distribution of tho prize 
money is directed, the sum Involved 
amounting to $828,677.69. 

Under the decision the naval pen¬ 
sion fund gets one-half of $828,677.60, 
less half the costs, v.'hich Will be ap- 
proximacely $90,000. An attor.iey’s fee 
of 10 per cent is allowed by tho court 
as part of the costs. Tho remaining 
one-half is to be distributed among 
Admiral Dewey and the officers and 
men of the fleet under his command at 
the battle of Manila bay. 


FOUND GUILTY. 

John Morris, Sr., Convicted of Murder 
In the Second Degree. 

John Morris, Sr., was found guilty 
by the jury trying him at Athens of 
murder in the second degree and his 
punishment was fixed at ten years in 
the penitentiary. 

He was charged with being in a con¬ 
spiracy to kill B. P. XTrisham, his son 
John firing the fatal shots. He is a 
man nearly sixty years of age and is 
quite wealthy. His case has been ap¬ 
pealed. 

His sons, John and Walter, will not 
get a trial until the next term and 
must remain in jail, because charged 
with murder In the first degree. 


Shot Through the Window. 

A special from Washington, Wilkes 
county, Ga., says that while Charley 
J. Tyler, a prominent young farmer, 
was at supper with his wife. Dr. Thos. 
C. Burch emptied two loads of buck¬ 
shot from a window into the body of 
'fyler, killing him instantly. Dr. 
Burch has been taken in custody. 


In the August Presence. 

Minister Leishman has cabled the 
state department from Constantinople 
that he had a long Interview with the 
sultan. No detail is given, but it is 
asusmed by the officials here that the 
interview was satisfactory. The min¬ 
ister has been trying for many months 
to gain personal access to the sultan 
so that he made substantial progress. 


Given Seven Years. 

After being out for about eight 
hours the jury in the case of William 
E. Breeze, late president of the First 
National bank of Asheville, N. C., found 
him guilty of abstraction and misap¬ 
plication of the funds of the bank, and 
the court sentenced him fo seven years 
in prison. 


. Kuropatkin Not Wounded. 

The general staff denies the report 
circulated in European papers of the 
wounding of General Kuropatkin at 
the battle of Ta Tche Kiao. The gen¬ 
eral. it is added, is perfectly well. 


Jackson H. Ralston has signed his 
final award as umpire of the Italian 
\*enezuelan commission, and this com¬ 
pletes the labors of all the recent 
Venezuelan mixed commissions. About 
360 claims aggregating $6,000,000 were 
filed in the Italian commission, there 
being many more Italian claimants 
than of any other nationality, and the 
aggregate awards were about $600,000. 


Fire in Tar Plant. 

Fire broke out In one o^ the stills of 
the tar plant of the Semet-Solvay 
chemical works at Ensley and did con- 
•siderable damage ow'ing to the inflam¬ 
mable character of the material. 


Young Lady Shot. 

Miss Emma Benefield, a well-known 
young lady of Balleytown,was serious¬ 
ly shot in the neck and head while 
toying with a pistol. The shot was 
accidental and after passing through 
her left handentered .her neck and 
lodged at the base of the brain In the 
back of her head. The wound is a 
dangerous one. 

Colonel Foster Dead. 

Colonel J. Collier Foster, one of the 
most prominent citizens of Tuscaloosa 
county, and the oldest living graduate 
of the University of Alabama, passed 
away Friday evening. 


THREE COMPANIES 


Of the Alabama National Guard to be 
Mustered Out. 

It is reported that three companies 
of the Third infantry, Alabama Na¬ 
tional Guard, will be mustered bu’. of 
the service for inefficiency as a part 
of the plan of Lieutenant Co’onel P. 
P. McConnell, of Talladega, to reha¬ 
bilitate the regiment of which he is 
commander. The companies that are 
to be forced out of the service are E 
company, stationed at Decatur, Cap- 
tian W. H. Long; P company, station¬ 
ed at Huntsville, Captain R. L. Hay, 
and, M company stationed at Jasper, 
C?.ptain Cecil Lacey. 


BIS BfillGGING THfiEm 


May C&use Lee Hancock to 
Face Judge and Jury on a 
Charge of Murder. 


News reached Gadsden of an inci¬ 
dent which occurred in Birmingham 
during the encampment which may 
lead to the arrest and punishment of 
the person who committed a murder 
several years ago. Some Gadsden 
boys quarreled with Liee Hancock and 
Hancock became enraged and swore 
that he had killed one Etowah man, 
Dave Naugher, and he could kill an¬ 
other one. 

It is said steps will be taken to have 
Hancock arrested. 

Some twelve years ago Dave Naugh¬ 
er killed a brother of Lee Hancock 
in St. Clair county in self-defense and 
was cleared by the courts. Several 
years ago Naugher was assassinated 
on the public road In East Gadsden 
and the crime was laid at the door 
of Lee Hancock, who was arrested, 
but the coroner’s Jury failed to fix the 
crime upon him 


BESSEMER SAVINGS BANK. 

Case of Debentures Will Be Tried In 
Mississippi This Fall. 

The date for taking the debentures 
in the case of George H. Stevenson, 
the receiver of the Bessemer Savings 
bank vs, A. A. Carpenter, an original 
stockholder of the bank, has been post¬ 
poned until September. The attorneys 
of the receiver are seeking to recov¬ 
er $100,000,000 and interest from Mr. 
Carpenter. 

The case is creating considerable in¬ 
terest in Bessemer,'as it means much 
to the depositors of the late bank. 

Shortly after the failure of the sav¬ 
ings bank, last July, the receiver and 
the attorneys went to work and suc¬ 
ceeded In paying a dividend of about 
30 per cent this spring. They also 
went to work on the old affairs of the 
bank before Captain Cornwell pur¬ 
chased the stock from Mr. Carpenter. 
The rMult was a suit instituted for 
$100,000 and interest, which amounts 
to about $100,500 in all . 


IN NEW HANDS. 

Improvements of the Empire Coal Co. 

Property Will be Mads. 

N. W. Trimble, referee in bankrupt¬ 
cy, has signed the decree transferring 
the properties of the Empire Coal com¬ 
pany. The- company was placed In 
the hands of a receiver last Septem¬ 
ber. The liabilities of the company 
amounted to about $300,000. 

It is said that the purchase price 
of the properties, including securities 
ordered Issued by the court and casn 
paid out, aggregated about $500,000. 

Fifteen thousand acres of coal lands 
underlaid by the Black creek and oth¬ 
er seams la Walk^ couaty, 100 coke 
ovens and the machinery at the open¬ 
ings are included in the properties. 
Modern machinery is to be Installed 
by the new company and the output i* 
to be Increased. 


Royal Matchmaking. 

Negotiations are In progress between 
the Berlin court and that of Madrid 
for the purpose of bringing off a 
match between the German emperor’s 
little daughter and the young king of 
Spain. The German princess will turn 
Catholic. The wire pullers in this af¬ 
fair are Cardinal Vlves and his friend. 
Merry del Val. 

Suit for $18,000. 

A meeting of the majority OC &e 
creditors of the Anniston rolling mill 
was held Friday and it was decided 
that ’TVustee W. M. Smith should in¬ 
stitute suit against the Alabama Na¬ 
tional bank to recover $18,000, alleg¬ 
ed to have been paid the bank Imme¬ 
diately before the company became 
bankrupt. 


Bool. Weevil in Mississippi. 

Information is received from Marlon, 
Miss., that an Insect supposed to be 
the boll weevil is causing great dam¬ 
age to cotton in many sections. 
Around town several specimens have 
been found and others have been sub¬ 
mitted to persons who have seen the 
Mexican boll weevil and who pro¬ 
nounce this the genuine article. 


Will Charge Manslaughter. 

To punish adequately unscrupulous 
dealers who have sold adulterated 
tpllk and caused the- death of a num¬ 
ber of babies in Pennsylvania, it is de¬ 
clared by an officer of the dairy and 
food commission that future prosecu¬ 
tions would not end with fines, but 
would extend to indictment and trial 
by "jry on ihe charge of invol jr.t;!-.v 
manslaughter. 


Badly Cut.

The investigations have been 
made, and I am now ready with 
the proofs. 

There were three charges inado 
by me originally in The Atlanta 
News, to prove that Grover Cleve¬ 
land practiced social equality ivhile 
president. 

First: By the appointment of a 
negro to represent this country as 
minister to one of the white re¬ 
publics of Soutli America. 

To this no specific denial has 
been made. G. H. J. Taylor was the 
negro minister, and Bolivia was 
South American Republican allu¬ 
ded to. 

This act itself proves what Cleve¬ 
land -then tliought on the subject 
of social equality, else lie would 
never have named a negro for such 
a position. 

Second : I stated that he favored 
mixed schools while governor of 
New Y'ork. 

This he denies. He says that ho 
iiotonly did not favor mixedschools 
but that he opposed the measure 
and it failed to pass. 

By telegraphing to New Y'ork I 
have been able to verify the pub 
lished statements, made in 1892, 
upon which my charge was based. 
Although 1 remeinhered distinct¬ 
ly the copy of the New York law 
which then went the'rounds of the 
reform press, and although a loyal 
friend at Dallas, Gu., promptly 
mailed me a co|)y of the act in 
(]uestion, Mr. Cleveland’s denials 
were so explicit and positive llial I 
waited patiently until I could make 
the proof which would convince all 
impartial men. 

1 now declare that the law in 
question was passed May .5, 1S84, 
and i.s to be found on page 307, 
chapter 248, of the New 'York laws, 
and that Governor Grover Cleve¬ 
land oliicially approved and signed 
that act. 

Up to that time the colored 
schools of the city of New York 
were seperate schools. By the term 
of the act of 1884 these seperate 
schools were changed into ward 
schools, and opened for the “edu¬ 
cation of pufiils for whom educa¬ 
tion is sought without regard to 
race or color ! ’ 

There are the words of tho law. 
There is the date, the page, the 
chapter. I have verified them, and 
any otner citizen who seeks the 
truth can do the same. 

Yet Mr. Cleveland not only de¬ 
nied signing such an act, but de¬ 
clared that he opposed it, and that 
it was defeated. Not only that-lie 
declared my statement to be so ut¬ 
terly falsi) that I myself had no 
reason to believe it true. 

Happy will it be for the fame of 
Grbver Cleveland if the people who 
have followed this dispute will now 
extend to him that charity of op¬ 
inion which lie haughtily denied 
to me. 

Third : is it true that Mr. Cleve¬ 
land treated Fred Douglass on a 
footing of social Equality at the 
White House? 

My statement was that the news¬ 
papers had made the charge - and 
that it had not been denied at the 
time. Furthermore, I offered in evi¬ 
dence certain extracts from the 
book of Douglass himself, publish¬ 
ed nine years ago, in which book 
Douglass praised Cleveland to the 
skies for the manly way in which 
this Democratic president had de 
fled the “malignant prejudice” of 
the South upon the race question.

Colonel Randall alludes to the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland was retaining 
in ofliee Fred Douglass, “the ap- 
postle of mroegenation,” and men¬ 
tions that the ofiice is “worth $15,- 
000 per year.” (January 13, 1886.) 

In another hstter, written in 
March, I8S6, Colonel Randall says 
that Cleveland has appointed as 
successor to Douglass a colored 
man (James JIalhews, of Albany, 
N. Y^.,) !ind that “the new appoin¬ 
tee is an ardent advocate of mi.xed 
scdiords.” 

Colonel Randall expresses the 
opinion that Douglass is very re¬ 
sentful at the prospect of being re¬ 
moved from oliic’e, but that lie will 
probably continue to receive spe¬ 
cial invitations to the White House 
receptions. 

To prove that •Colonel Randall’s 
prophecy was correct, and that 
Cleveland did continue to send spe¬ 
cial invitatioiis to Douglass, I quote 
a subsequent letter which he wrote 
to the Chronicle : _ 

“Fred Douglass was once made 
marsiial of the District of Colum¬ 
bia despite the protest of the bar 
association. The Republican presi¬ 
dent, Hayes, although his heart 
professedly bled for the ‘poor ne¬ 
gro,’ instantly declined to permit 
the colored marshall to ollieiale at 
the White House. He had no white 
wife then. Under the present ad¬ 
ministration, which is Democratic, 
the Same Douglass and his wife are 
prominent and selected guests. 
Perhaps I should not mention such 
facts. It might depress somebody. 
Perhaps, too, I ought not to men¬ 
tion that now, while congressional 
dinners are in vogue, white mem¬ 
bers from the South are nuieh dis 
turbod lest Smalls and O'Harra be 
sandwiched among them at an ex 
ecutive banquet. I hope that this 
will not unduly depress anybody.” 

To remove all doubt as to what 
was thought of Cleveland’s conduct 
at the time, I quote an editorial 
which must htive reflected the op- 
iiiions of Hon. Patrick Walsh him¬ 
self. 

On the editorial page of tiie 
Chronicle, August 12, 1886, this 
Democratic editor quotes without 
ooiitiudiction that very same com¬ 
pliment of Fred D uigluss to Gro¬ 
ver Cleveland which I quoted from 
the book: 

“Cleveland was lirave enough 
when pulilic sentiment was against 
me—lie was brave enough to invite 
1110 , not once, iu>r thrice, hut many 
times to liis grand receptions.” 

Think of tliis, im|)artiui reader! 
Here was the negro, Fred Douglass, 
in tlie year 1886, iiraishig Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland for defying social 
prejudice; and hero Pat \v'iilsh, 
as true a Democrat as ever breath¬ 
ed, quoting the words of Douglass 
wit-iiout denial; yet this same GroiJ 
ver Cleveland (fares to say that 
things of that kind never liappened. 

The negro was grateful. He 
thanked Mr. Cleveland then ; thank¬ 
ed him publicly at the lime when 
the praise of Fred Douglass was 
worth its weight in gold with the 
negro vote. 

Not only did the thankful negro 
give Mr. Cleveland the full benefit 
and value of his praise then, but 
when he came to write the record 
of his life, at a time when he could 
not have been moved by any selfish 
motive he erects an humble monu¬ 
ment, in words which he intended 
should outlive memorials-of marble 
and brass, to the brave, manly. 
Democratic president who had ris¬ 
en above “malignant prejudice,” 
defied the South and continued to 
write him special invitations “with 
his own hand,” 

And now at this late day, eigh¬ 
teen years since Douglass made 
the iiLiblic statement, oigliteeii 
years after Pat Walsh quoted it as 
an evidence of Cleveland’s courage, 
and nine years after it was pub¬ 
lished in hook form, Mr. Cleveland 
makes a flat, insulting denial. 

Yet we all remember that there, 
were 1'ew‘leaders among the Demo¬ 
crats of the South who stood clos¬ 
er to Mr. Cleveland than tluit faith¬ 
ful Irishman, Patrick Walsh. 

I wish to say that my attention 
was called to this evidence in tlie 
Chronicle by one of the most prom¬ 
inent Democrats in Georgia-aii 
honored citizen of LaGrange—wlio 
is against me politically, but who 
loves trutli and fair play. He has 
my heartiest thanks. 

In 1883 Mr. L. Q. C. Washing¬ 
ton was named as Democratic nom¬ 
inee for secretary of the senate, at 
a time when tl ere was no chance 
to elect him. In 1893, when the 
Democrats liad secured a majority, 
it was felt that Mr. Washington 
siiould be again nominiiled, and 
tlic causiis named him for the place. 
In April, 1893, he was suddenly 
dropped, and Ylr. Cox was elected. 
Why was L. Q. C. Washington 
thrown over? 

According to a story published 
in the Wasliington Post, it was 
(Jlevcdaiid’s protc.st which knocked 
out the caucus, nominee. 

The story pul.lished was that

White House, had shown them a 
circular whicli Washington hail 
used against his domination, in 
wliicli whicli circular Washington 
had opposed Mr. Cleveland’s re 
nomination upon the ground that 
lie had praticed social equality at 
the White House. ' 

Mr. Cleveland did not deny the 
facts. He merely found fault with 
Wasliingl.ou for the reason tliat “he 
has tried to invoke upon me the 
censure of my countrymen because 
I am man enough to treat every 
citizen according to liis merit.” 

Mr. Cleveland was so indignant 
against Washington for condemn¬ 
ing the social equality practices 
that he told the senators that if 
they elected Washington, “I will 
have nothing to do with him.” 

All the world knows that the 
senate secretary is the go-between' 
who carries and fetches from sen¬ 
ate to White House; hence Cleve¬ 
land’s threat amounted to a cutting 
off of friendly communications. 

Tho Washington Post was the 
leading newspaper of the city ; its 
story was boumi to have come to 
the president’s notice. Has he ever 
denied it? Not tliafi ever heard of. 

Now, inasmuch as ■ Washington 
made pratically the same cliarges 
as those made by me, and inas¬ 
much as Mr. Cleveland not only 
failed to deny them, but res'eiited 
criticism of ihem-cluiming that he 
had been “man enough” to do right 
-my amazement grows that Mr. 
Cleveland should declare that there 
were no reasons for any such be¬ 
lief as that held by me. When that 
sweeping denial was penned, vvtiere 
was he-on his heels, or on his head ? 

If there was one point upon which 
Mr., Cleveland was more coarsely 
emphatic than otlier, it was to the 
attendance of Fred Douglass upon 
the reception w.hich was held af¬ 
ter liis marriage. 

Mr. Cleveland was married at 
the White House on June 2, 1886, 
in-the presence of a few personal 
friends, went upon hia^^britlal tour 
immediately and upon his return 
held a grand reception—the first 
since his wedding and, therefore, 
alluded to as his “wedding lecep- 
tion.” The regular “season'’ at the 
capital was over; hence the func¬ 
tion was considered to have been 
given in honor of his marriage. 

The Washington Post gave an 
elaborate occoun.tof that reception 
in its issue of June 16. 1886. 

The list of guests included some 
of the most distinguished people 
in the world. There were present 
Leopold, of Brazil; the celebrated 
Archibald-Forbes, of England, Com¬ 
modore Schley, Colonel Bonaparte 
and General Sheridan. There were, 
also, the justices of the supreme 
court, and the senators of both 
parties, and many otlier eminent 
citizens and social leaders. 

A more brillant occasion was 
never known afthe White House, 
and the invitations were not con¬ 
fined to utlice-^holders. 

And amid this glittering throng, 
mingling with it on terms of social 
equality, moved Frederick Doug¬ 
lass and his wife ! 

Now, Mr. Cleveland, was this 
your “wedding reception?” 

n it was not, you held no wed¬ 
ding reception at all, and you 
should have said so. If it was, then 
you should have admitted that 
Fred Douglass and his wife were 
there. No friend of your 
where, can read your 


concerning a ceitain question 
toutdiing your morals, “tell the 
truth?” 

Had you forgotten your record 
on mixed schools? Had you for¬ 
gotten the attentions you paid to 
Fred Douglass and to that Albany 
pet of yours, James Mathews? Let 
us hope so. And let us hope that 
ihe next time you signal) article 
for publication you will be more 
regardful of dignity as welt as o.f 
truth. The man who has led the 
life you have led, and made tiie 
record you have made, is not tho 
man assume tlie airs of disdain and 
supercilious superiority which you 
are so prone to affect in your'eards.’, 
Tho.mas E. Watson.

Use of Charcoal. 

Fresh charcoal is readily eaten by 
all kinds of poultry, including ducks, 
geese, turkeys, chiclcens and guineas, 
'.t serves as a corrective when they 
uave been confined too closely on 
>ne kind of food. It also promotes 
iigestion. Charcoal is excellent as 
grit, for no matter how fine it may 
be, it is sharp and cutting, and as¬ 
sists in reducing the food to a fine 
condition. It is largely used in the 
brooder house for little chicks, 'as 
they relish it very highly. 


Grafting Grapes.' 

Common cleft grafting is best for 
young grape rootiugs. It is simple, 
easy and nearly always successful if 
properly performed. Remove the soil 
from the rooting and cut it low 
e.nough to allow the soil_ to be mound¬ 
ed around the point. Split with a 
chisel, then insert a scion of equal 
diameter so that both sides will knit. 
Cut the scion becels equal. Be care¬ 
ful to have both sides coincide out¬ 
side so that barJi; of both stock and 
scion is practically of same thick¬ 
ness. 


Finishing Bariey. 

Barley for feed purposes has the 
greatest feeding value sometime be¬ 
fore it is dead ripe, and this is the 
period also there is the heaviest 
weight per bushel as well as. the 
heaviest crop of grain; but for malt¬ 
ing purposes it is essential that the 
"maturation” process, which takes 
place when it is allowed to stand 
till it is dead ripe, should be complete. 
During this time the kernel of the 
grain is converted from a “steely” or 
"flinty” to that of a mealy or starchy 
condition. Simultaneously the per¬ 
centage of starch increases and the 
albuminoids decrease. 


Grape Vines in Poultry Yards. 

It is an advantage to have grape 
vines on the outside of the poultry 
yards, along the fences, as they pro¬ 
vide shelter a'nd shade for the fowls 
and also enable the farmer to utilize 
the space by securing a crop of grapes 
annually. Do not place the vines too 
close to the fence, but allow a space 
for the hoe to keep down the weeds 
between the vines and the fence. 
When the vines are well grown, 
which will be in two or three years, 
they ca nhe trained in any manner 
preferred on the wire of the fence, 
but the grapes should be high, as 
the hens will get their share if they 
are allowed to grow too low. 


Hints on Bees. 

It is always best to start with a 
full colony of bees, and one that is in 
every way in first-class condition. It 
is true that one can buy a part of a 
colony for less money, but it is the 
dearest in the long run, and more 
liable to be a failure. A full colony 
of bees in one season is capable of 
storing 100 or 200 pounds of honey; 
besides, they may swarm and make 
from one to two co.lonies. A full col¬ 
ony of bees should always be in a 
condition to take care of themselves, 
and do not require such difficult 
manipulation as that of a nucleus, or 
pounds of bees, and a queen, etc. 
Full colonies are now sent in the or¬ 
dinary hives used in the apiary, a:, i 
are equipped with the necessai-y ii;.- 
tures to have everything in working 
order the moment the bees are locat¬ 
ed and the entrance opened. 


Shade for Fowls. 

Now that the hot summer months 
are here we will rind it necessary to 
pi'ovide shelter for the imultry. Of 
course, on most farms there are plen¬ 
ty of trees, either fruit or forest, but 
in towns and villages it becomes ne¬ 
cessary to supply artificial shade. 

Fowls suffer very much from the 
sun, and unless there is some place 
where they may escape from it sick¬ 
ness is almost sure to follow. 

Fowls that have free range always 
get their food during the cool portions 
of tne day and seek some shaded 
place when the sun is hot. A shelter 
of old boards or straw will suffice to 
protect them, but it is far better to 
plant a few fruit trees which v/ill 
give shade after the first year. 

It 4s also Important to keep the 
drinking water where the sun will not 
strike it, and see that it is given to 
them fresh mqming and night. 


Brittle Hoof. 

This is a troubie quite common 
among horses, more common in the 
cities perhaps than in the country. 
The hoof becomes so brittle that it 
easily breaks, sometimes almost 
crumbles, so as to frequently expose 
the "quick” and then the horse goes 
lame. The hoof becomes too dry as 
a result of exposure to fermenting 
manure in filthy stables, where the 
hoof becomes saturated with am¬ 
monia. Or it may be induced by leav¬ 
ing the feet covered with mud to dry 
upon and induce inflammation. The 
remedy suggests itself: Remoce the 
cause or causes, see that the feet have 
plenty of natural moisture, free from 
ammonia or other hurtful elements. 
Turn into a pasture or grass lot 
where the foot need not be in mud, 
but where the morning dews may 
supply needed , moisture in the best 
possible, way. Take care of the 
horse’s feet. 

Silage for Sheep. 

There is much difference of opinion 
as to the advantages of feeding silage 
to sheep, and many feeders have 
found they could not do it to any 
great extent without endangering the 
lives of the animals. The writer lives 
in a section v/here sheep arc raised 
in large numbers, and by men above 
the ^average in intelligence, so they 
do more or less experimenting and 
then compare notes. Three years ago, 
when silage was firs; fed by t':'.ose 
men to any con-slderablo extent, it 
was conceded that, to get the best 


results from silage and reduce the 
danger to a minimum, grain should 
be fed with it. 

The grain ration which was found 
to be the most satisfactory with the 
average flock of sheep consisted of 
equal parts of bran, oats, corn and 
oil meal, giving them the usual quanti¬ 
ty they are in the habit of eating at 
a ration, with a small quantity of 
silage. It is best to start on a very 
small quantity of silage, and increase 
it as it is seen the sheep thrive on 
it. As a rule, it is unsafe to feed 
heavily of silage or to make it any 
considerable part of the ration for 
sheep. 


Economy in Feeding. 

Every dollar saved in the food is 
an addition to the profit, but economy 
should never be practiced in using 
any foods that induce production. As' 
long as any article is giving satisfac¬ 
tion it pays to use it, and when the 
hens begin to fall off in laying it 
indicates that they require something 
else. To practice economy, the cost 
of the food must be considered from 
the standpoint of profit. It corn has 
given good results, and the hens 
cease to lay, the corn is no longer 
cheap. It may no doubt be purchased 
at less outlay than any other food 
that can be used, but it will not be 
cheap, because it is of no further 
use after the hens reach a condition 
in which they demand a new article 
of diet. Lean meat, fresh from the 
butcher, is an expensive food when it 
cannot be conveniently procured, yet 
if the hens demand it and the results 
are favorable, it is cheaper than com. 
There is no saving in buying grain 
because of its cheapness, when bet¬ 
ter foods are demanded, and it is 
this point that the poultryman should 
keep in view. He should feed for 
eggs, no matter what kind of food 
may be required.

Legend of the Tonkawa Tribe. 

The early history of the Tonkawa 
Indiana is wrapped in mystery. A le¬ 
gend exists that at an early period the 
earth was covered with Tonkawa In¬ 
dians, that a great fiood came and 
scattered in all directions the tribes, 
who never again came together. The 
oldest living members date back their 
knowledge of the tribe from the first 
authentic location of which we pos¬ 
sess any record; that is, in the Wichi¬ 
ta mountain country, of what now con¬ 
stitutes south central Oklahoma. Dur¬ 
ing the great civil conflict the Tonka- 
was remained neutral. This attitude 
during the war brought upon the Ton- 
kawas the hatred of the Comanches, 
Cadoes, Wlchitas, Delawares, Shaw- 
nees and Kicapoos, who combined 
their united efforts in an attempt to 
wipe out the entire nation of Tonka- 
was. The attack was made in true 
Indian fashion, and over 2300 Tonka- 
was were killed.—Kansas City Jour¬ 
nal. 


What Do We Inherit? 

It is often remarked that the chil¬ 
dren of a great genius seldom ex¬ 
hibit coresponding powers. Never¬ 
theless, Prof. Karl Pearson, as a re¬ 
sult of investigations made in Eng¬ 
land, avers that, as a general rule, 
ability, probity, geniality and other 
psychical .characters are inherited 
from parents as truly as physical char¬ 
acters are. From this he draws the 
conclusion that although intelligence 
can be aided and trained by educa¬ 
tion, no schooling can create it. It 
is a product of breeding, and no na¬ 
tion which finds itself fading behind 
in the intellectual race can save itself 
merely through educational machinery, 
it must go back of the schools and 
look out for the quality of its human ' 
stock.

FOR AUGUST 7. ' . 


Subject: God Taking Care of Elijah, I 
Kings, xvii., 1-lG—Golden Text, I Pet., 
V., 7 — Memory "^^erses, 13, 14—Com¬ 
mentary on tile Day’s Lesson. 

I. Elijah and his message (v. 1). 1. 

"Elijah.” This prophet comes suddenly 
upon the scene. Tne schools of the pro¬ 
phets seem to have had their origin in 
Samuel’s day, and were founded in vari- 
ou.s parts of the land and in connection 
with them Elijah appears. 1. His name 
means "ily God is Jehovah.” 2. He was 
born at Tnisbe, in the tribe of Naphtali, 
and was therefore called the Tishbite. 3. 
tradition tells us that in appearance he 
was a man of sliort statue and rugged 
countenance. "Of Gilead.” The only 
Thisbe mentioned in history in Galilee, 
hence wc conclude that although a native 
of tile tribe of Najilitali in Galilee, he had 
become a citizen of Gilead east of the Jor¬ 
dan. ''Unto Ahab.’’ Probably in the pal¬ 
ace in Samaria. What courage and faith 
this must have taken! “As the Lord 

II * * liveth.” As .Jehovah liveth. 
Elijah begins by giving the authority for 
Ills mes.sage. As sure as God lives, so cer¬ 
tain it will be that the prediction I am 
about to make will take place. ‘T .stand.” 
As a servant or ambassador. Elijah was 
accountable directly to God. “Dew nor 
rain.” A terrible threat for a country an¬ 
nually parched by six months’ drought, 
and only saved from utter barrenness by 
the early rains of autumn. “These years.” 
From I.uke 4: 25, and James 5: 17, we 
learn that the famine lasted three and a 
lialf years. From 1 Kings 18: 1 we learn 
that, the famine ended in the third year, 
"wliicli means, perhaps, the third year of 
Elijalds stay in Zarephath." "My word.” 
I'hat is, as the Lord should- proclaim His 
will through Elijah. The famine was the 
necessary preparation for Elijah’s reform. 
It was a direct attack upon Baal, who was 
regarded as the god of all natural forces, 
and tho lest would show his impotency. 

II. Elijah fed by ravens (vs. 2-7). 2. 

‘Game.” How, ’,/e know not. God’s ob¬ 
ject was to protect Elijah from the rage 
of Allah and Jezebel. 3. Jjeave Samaria 
and “withdrew from the haunts of men.” 

‘Hide thyself.” For the king that sent to 
every land to find him (I Kings 18: 10) 
would take every possible means to com¬ 
pel him to speak the word of power that 
would bring rain. When God intended to 
scud rain He bade Elijah to show himself 
to Ahab (chapter 18: I). “Brook Cherith.” 
A ton-ent bed, a deep ravine, down which 
in rainy times a strong stream flowed. The 
situation of Cherith has not been identi¬ 
fied. It is probable that Cherith was east 
or the Jordan. Eusebius and Jerome 
place^ it there. 4. “Commanded the ra¬ 
vens.” This plain, positive statement de¬ 
fies all attempts to explain the facts stat¬ 
ed in verse six on rational or natural prin¬ 
ciples. 

5. “Did according.”- He took the word 
tlie Fqi'd m the hand of faith, as the 
staff of Ills pilgrimage, and journeyed for¬ 
ward; and, whenever he grew weary, he 
leaned upon his staff, and his strength 
revived; and when danger threatened him 
by the way, in view of this staff he was 
not afraid. 6. ‘‘Ravens brought him.” The 
bringing to Elija'n of suitable food was 
evidently miraculous. “Bread and flesh.” 
Ravens feed on insects and carrion them¬ 
selves, yet they brought the prophet 
man’s meat and wholesome food. As this 
was the food appointed by the Lord for 
tlie prophet, we may conjecture that it 
was the food of the people. 7. “After a 
while.” Probably about a year. “Brook 
dried up.” Jf this stream had not dried 
up crowds of people would have been 
brouglit thither for water, and thus his 
I'etreat would have been discovered. 

HI. Eli jail at Zarephath (vs. 8-16). 9. 
“Zarephath.” The Sarepta of Lulje 4: 26. 
It was a city of Zidon in the dominions 
of Etbbaal, Jezebel’s father. It was veiy 
much as if one flying from a Hon was di¬ 
rected to seek refuge in a lion’s den. “A 
widow woman.” The condition of the 
widows in the East is Helpless in the ex¬ 
treme, so that to receive support from 
such a tource would be another trial to 
Elijah’s faith. It was like leaning his 
weight on a support as frail as a spider’s 
web. 

10. “He arose.” His course was not to 
reason and to speculate, but to hear and 
obey. ‘|Gate.” The abject poverty of the 
widow is seen fi'om her coming forth to 
pick up chance bits of wood which might 
have fallen from the trees outside the 
city walls. “The widow.” A widow.—R. 
V. It w’as “the” widow whom God had 
commanded, but Elijaii at first saw only 
“a” widow, not then knowing this W’as the 
one God had designated. '‘A little wa¬ 
ter.” His first need after his long jour¬ 
ney through famine stricken Israel would 
be water.

And Ten Persons are Drowned 
While Watching Races in 
the Potomac River. 

AND THE SPORT CONTINUED. 


They Had Come to See the Regatta 

and Were Not to be Disappointed 
by Tragedy. 

Ten persons were drowned as the 
result of the capsizing of a naphtha 
launch on the Potomac river off 
Georgetown during the annual Poto¬ 
mac regatta Saturday afternoon. 

Four others who were on the launch 
escaped. All but one of the dead lived 
in Washington. 

The capsized launch was the Recre¬ 
ation and carried the' fourteen people 
mentioned. During the first race the 
launch got In the way of the eight- 
oared shells, and its wash was such 
that the regatta officials reprimanded 
Its crew and ordered them odt of the 
way. There was some show of resent¬ 
ment at this order, and the launch 
headed for the shore, but mlscalcula- 
ed its course, and striking the strong 
uftdertow, caused by a mill race, 
rocked for a moment, and as the pas¬ 
sengers rushed to one side, turned 
turtle. 

Many of the spectators. Including the 
officials in charge, declined to stop the 
sport, saying it was InexpedlerA be¬ 
cause people came from nume.itjus 
other cities to take part, and tlie re¬ 
gatta was the result of long laid plans 
in which many outside interests were 
concerned. There was a great deal 
of critlcikm of this decision. 

The cheering for the competing 
crews is they passed the scene of the 
tragedy, and the shrill and deafening 
whistles of the pleasure craft con¬ 
tinued while the bodies of the unfortu¬ 
nates were being grappled for, drag¬ 
ged into view and sent to the police 
station. 


MAY INVOLVE UNITED STATES. 


Japanese Breach of International Law 
Affords Grave Situation. 

The report of the capture by the 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers oi 
the Russian destroyer Ryeshitelnl in 
the harbor of Che Foo as convejfed to 
Washington was received with deep 
HUerest and also concern, for it was 
realized that there was in this incident 
the germs of serious International 
trouble. 

If the expedition was a genuine cut¬ 
ting out one, then there is no ques¬ 
tion in the minds of the officials that 
the Japanese have committed aij of¬ 
fense against international laiv by vio¬ 
lating Chinese neutrality and in addi¬ 
tion have broken the. agreement they 
entered into at the beginning of the 
war at the instance of the United 
States government to limit the field 
of warlike operations to Manchuria 
and Korea and their waters. Should 
this prove to be the case, the results 
probably will be grave and vexatious. 
Under the tenets of international law 
the captured vessel must be returned 
for tile offense against Chinese neu¬ 
trality. But if Russian lives have 
been lost as reported in the press dis¬ 
patches, a greater complication will 
follow, for Russia may in turn hold 
China responsible for tne punishment 
of the Japanese who caused the death 
of Hbr sailors when under the shelter 
of Chinese port authorities. 

The British officials and foreign dip¬ 
lomats regard the action of the -Japan¬ 
ese in cutting out the Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer Ryeshitelnl at Che Fpo 
as raising a serious question of impor¬ 
tance to all nations. 


Baok to France. 

The United States customs depart¬ 
ment has received notice from Santos- 
Dumont to pack up his airship for re- 
ebipment back to France. The boxes 
containing the airship are at pfesent 
in the Brazilian pavilion at the' world’s 
fair. 


Compresses Leased. 

The Dallas Compress company, the 
new concern which has taken charge 
of the two Selma compresses, has con¬ 
cluded a lease for five years with the’ 
Gulf Compress company. The Gulf 
Compress company'and the Atlantic 
Compress company operate practically 
all the presses in Alabama, Tennes- 
ade, Georgia and Mississippi. C. C. 
Hanson, of Atlanta, is president of 
both companies. The common report 
is that the railroad Interests of the 
south control both concerns. The 
lease of the Selma presses provides 
that the city shall not be discriminat¬ 
ed agaln.st and that no extortionate 
prices shall be charged. The old em¬ 
ployes will be retained. 

August Ist pig iron production had 
fallen to 246,082 tons per week.

M. WALDECK . ROUSSEAU DEAD. 


His Cabinet Served Longer Than Any 
Other. Was ati Authority on 
Legal Matters. 

died Wednesday afternoon as the re¬ 
sult of an operation. 

Pere Mare Erneste Waldeck-Rous- 
seau was born at Nantes, France, De¬ 
cember 2, 1846, and was a son of Rene 
Waldeck-Rousseau, at that time a 
prominent member of the assembly. 
Waldeck-Rousseau studied law at Saint 
Lazare, where he practiced for some 
time before settling at Rennes. There 
he made his first entrance into politics, 
being elected deputy in 1879. He was 
considered one of the most prominent 
orators of the assembly. 

His best work was for the reform of 
the Judiciary. He was re-elected on 
August 21, 1881, and on November 14 
of the same year, although only 35 
years old, was admitted into Gambet- 
ta’s cabinet as minister of the interior. 
The short-lived ministry of Gambetta 
did not offer him a fitting chance to 
prove his ability at that time. The 
resignation of the governor took place 
January 26, 1882. Having been offered 
the same portfolio in Jules Grevy’s 
cabinet, he held the same from Febru¬ 
ary 21, 1883, uni 11 the resignation of M. 
Grevy’s cabinet in February, 1885. In 
1886 he was elected senator, although 
he was not present at the election. In 
1889 Waldeck-Rousseau was entered at 
the bar of Paris and since then pleaded 
some of the most Important cases of 
the time. He also favored a revision 
of the Dreyfus case. 

On June 22, 1889, Waldeck-Rousseau 
was called upon to form his ministry, 
and after having been successfully in 
office for over three years he resigned 
in June, 1902, his ministry having the 
longest duration of any cabinet under 
the republican regime. He was also a 
writer of eminence on judiciary mat¬ 
ters. 

INJURED BY RAIN. 


Reports From All Over the Country 
Say Too Much Moisture. 

The weather bureau’s weekly sum¬ 
mary of crop conditions says: 

Weather conditions during the week 
ending August 8, as a whole, were 
less favorable than in the previous 
week. The central and east gulf and 
Atlantic coast districts suffered from 
excessive rains. Generally sufficient 
rainfall has offered relief in Texas. 
Over the central and western portions 
of the corn belt, corn continues prom¬ 
ising. 

Reports of rust in spring wheat con¬ 
tinue general in the Dakotas and in 
portions of Iowa and Minnesota, and 
indicate the crop has been greatly 
damaged. Harvesting is in progress 
in southern Minesota. 

Generally well distributed rains have 
benefited cotton in Texas, but in the 
central and eastern portions of the cot¬ 
ton belt the crop has suffered from ex¬ 
cessive moisture, many of the fields 
being grassy and of too rapid growth. 
Rust and shedding are reported from 
nearly all states east of the Missis¬ 
sippi. West of the Mississippi, with the 
exception of Louisiana, the crop is 
in a good state of cultivation and com¬ 
plaint’s of rust and shedding are less 
numerous than in other states. 


CAPTURED WOLF HILL. 
Japanese Cannon Now Command Port 
Arthur Harbor. 

A dispatcii from Lieutenant General 
Stoessel, commander of the Russian 
military forces at Port Arthur, con¬ 
firms previous reports that the Japa¬ 
nese before Port Arthur are in posses¬ 
sion of Wolf Hill. The general says 
that on July 30, the Russians with¬ 
drew from their position on Wolf Hill, 
before the numerical superiority of the 
Japanese. 

IWhlte Wolf Hill, and a hill to the 
westward of it were strongly fortified. 
It would appear from the maps availa¬ 
ble that long, range guns of the Jap¬ 
anese should command the harbor of 
Port Arthur from White Wolf Hill. 

General Stoessel estimates the num¬ 
ber of Japanese attacking Port Arthur 
at 70,000. 


Will Rebuild the Road. 

Contract has been awarded to re¬ 
build the Atlanta, Knoxville and Nash¬ 
ville railroad from Knoxville to Wet- 
more, Tenn., a distance of sixty miles. 

The contract Involves about $2,C4)0,- 
000. The work is a part of the plan 
of the Louisville and Nashville to com¬ 
plete Its through line from Cincin/latf 
to Atlanta by way of Knoxville. 

The contract is to be completed 
within ten months. Mr. Oliver will 
at ofice put thrfee hundred teams and 
several hundred men to work on the 
job.

The Japanese Drive the Rus¬ 
sian War Vessels After 
Defeating Them. 


FLEET JUNCTION DEFEATED. 


Germany Orders Russian Ships Out 
of Tsing Chou if at All 
Seaworthy. 

According to latest reports the Jap¬ 
anese fleet Attacked the Russian fleet 
emerging from Port Arthur to the 
south of Round island, oft Talien bay. 
The Russian fleet finally, defeated, 
fled during the night. The cruisers 
Askold, Novik and one other and one 
destroyer entered Kiao Chou bay on 
the night of the" 11th; one destroyer 
fled to Che Foo; five battleships, ofie 
cruiser, hospital ship, several de¬ 
stroyers returned to Port Arthur At 
dawn and midday of the 11th. Appa¬ 
rently no damage to Japanese fleet. 

The Japanese are guarding all 
points. 

The report that two Russian cruis¬ 
ers and one torpe’do boat destroyer 
had entered the port of -Tsing Tau, 
Kiao Chou bay, is confirmed. The 
cruisers are the Askold and the Diana, 
not the Novik as previously reported. 
Two Russian torpedo boats are said 
to have been captured on the Chinese 
coast. 

It is believed that the attempt of the 
Rus.slan ships at Port Arthur to jojn 
the ’Vladivostock squadron has been 
thwarted. 

Dispatches from various points indi¬ 
cate that the attempt of the Russian 
Port Arthur squadron to reach ’Vladi- 
vostock failed and that the’ vessels 
have become widely scattered. One 
torpedo boat destroyer put into Che 
Foo, where she was boarded and cap¬ 
tured by the Japanese, 't'he battle¬ 
ship Czarevitch, the cruiser Novik and 
a torpedo boat have arrived at Tsi.tg 
Chou, at the entrance of Kiao Chou 
uay, the German concession on the 
southern shore of the Shantung pe¬ 
ninsula. * 

The German foreign office has given 
instructions that the uninjured Rus¬ 
sian warships at Tsing Chou must 
leave port .within twenty-four hours. 

All the information received at the 
legation, wtich, however, it is said, !.•! 
not official, tends to establish the fact 
that the Japanese torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyers entered Che Foo for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining if the Rye.shitelni 
was really dismantled and unable to- 
take part in future operations, that 
the Japanese boat’s crew was attacked 
by the Russians and that the Japan¬ 
ese repued in self-defense and that as 
the Ryerhitelni was able to continue 
military operations, she was towed out 
to sea. 

'rhe Russian battleship Czarevitch 
received terrible punishment in'- the 
fight off Shang-Tung promoiVory Au¬ 
gust 10th. The Czarevitch bore the 
brunt of the fighting Until 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, when Admiral ’Wit- 
hoft was hit by a shell which blew 
his body to pieces, only one of his legs 
being found after the explosion. Four 
officers standing near him were also 
killed. 

Altogether, the Czarevitch lost 15 
men killed and 46 wounded. 

It is stated that the Toklo govern¬ 
ment will send a circular note to *he 
powers on the subject of seizure of 
the Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Ryeshitelnl, but beyon'iT intimating 
that the explanation will be on the 
lines of inforihation the officials were 
unable to say anything additionA! un¬ 
til more fully advised as to the result 
of the official Inquiry. 


Take* an Island.

IT IS A BOY. 


Russia Rejoices In the Birth of an 
Hefr to the Throne. 

A son and heir to the Russian 
throne was born Friday, the 12th. 
The empress and child are doing well. 
In receiving the congratulations of 
his court the emperor said: 

"I am happier at the birth of a son 
and heir than a victory of my troops, 
for I wait the future calmly and with¬ 
out fear, knowing by this sign that 
the war will be brought to a happy 
conclusion.” 

An imperial salute of 101 guns was 
subsequently fired, first from Peter- 
hof and then it was repeated by all 
the forts around St. Petersburg. 

The christening of the heir will take 
place in a fortnight. It will be a cere¬ 
mony of the most elaborate sort. In 
accordance with Russian imperial cus¬ 
tom, it will be performed in the Impe¬ 
rial chapel of the Peterhof palace, 
credited with being the most magnifi¬ 
cent chapel in Russia. The child will 
be named Alexis. 

The emperor was greatly restricted 
in the choice of a name for the heir 
to the throne from the fact that the 
imperial initials, which are on all pub- 
lid edifices, saddle clothes, railway 
wagons, etc., are “A” and “N.” The 
selection of a name not beginning 
with these Ittters would entail enor¬ 
mous expense should the heir come to 
the throne. There are a great 
many traditions about the name. 


ADMIRAL WITHOFT KILLED. 


Blown to Pieces by a Japanese Shell 
on the Czarevitch. 

Admiral Withoft was standing on 
the bridge of the battleship Czarevitch 
at the heighCof the battle, when a 
shell exploded blowing him to atoms. 
The casualties aboard the Czarevitch 
were 210 killed and 60 wounded. The 
battle ship is reported at JCiao Chou 
with its steering gear shot away and 
most of the machinery so damaged as 
to be useless. 

A message from Chee Foo says the 
Russian cruiser Novik, w^hich took ref¬ 
uge at Kiao Chow, escaped from there 
at the expiration of the twenty-four 
hours’ llmii. 

The Tapanese embassy received 
from Tokio a report sent by Admiral 
Togo on ■5\’ednesday’s fight. The re¬ 
port says five of the six Russian bat¬ 
tleships in the fight are believed to 
be seriously damaged. The Pobieda’s 
masts were bloken off. The Retvlzan 
apparently suffered most. The mes¬ 
sage adds that the Japanese damages 
have already been temporarily repair¬ 
ed. 

Admiral Togo, it is learned, concen¬ 
trated fire on the battleships and this 
accounts for the escape of t'he cruis¬ 
ers. It is ascertained that five batffe- 
ships with the cruisers Diana and 
Bayan are now at Port Arthur. 


JAIL DELIVERY 

At Centerville Narrowly Frustrated 
One Prisoner Escaped. 

■What came very near being a whole 
sale jail deliery occurred at Center¬ 
ville Tuesday. Sheriff Crawford had 
seventeen prisoners in jail and during 
the day ihey were allowed to take ex 
ercise in the corridor of the jail. 

In some way Nolle Woodie and his 
brother, Frank Woodie, charged with 
burglary, unlocked the door leading 
into the jail yard and were soon at 
liberty. In a few moments ail the pris¬ 
oners desiring to escape would have 
done so, hut Hugh Watson, a white 
man charged with murder in the first 
degree, closed Ihe door and kept any 
other prisoners from escaping. 

One of the negroes was shot and re¬ 
captured. The other escaped.

District No. 14, which includes Kan¬ 
sas and a portion of Missouri, voted 
overwhelmingly against the preposi¬ 
tion. giving a majority ag.llnst it of 
2,398. This was overcome, however, 
by the vote in districts No. 21 and 25, 
district No. 21 giving a majority of 
4,688 for the proposition, while dis¬ 
trict No. ii5 gave a majority of 2,096 
To'tes in ft.s favor. 


Turkey Grants Demands. 

The Tssues between Turkey and the 
United States were arranged Friday 
to the satisfaction of both govern¬ 
ments. 

Minister LeisKman saw Tewfik 
Pasha, Turkish minister of foreign af¬ 
fairs, and renewed the Urgent repre¬ 
sentations of the American govern¬ 
ment for an immediate settlement of 
the demaitfig regarding the rights of 
American citizens in Turkey. 

After the interview with the min- 
istei^ Tewfik Pasha proceeded flnme- 
diately to the palace. 

The sending of a palace functionary 
unacquainted with the question to dis¬ 
cuss the matter with Mr. Leishman 
is fyplcal of Turkish methods. The 
sultan’s ignoring of the proper chan¬ 
nel, namely, the porte, is much com¬ 
mented on as evidently oeing an at¬ 
tempt to delay a settlement. ’

gressman Clark, of Missouri, during a 
joint debate with Congressman Chas.

Mr. Clark had referred to the as¬ 
sassination of ex-Governqr Goebel, of 
Kentucky, charging that the republic¬ 
ans were piotecting a man who should 
be hanged.

Cllmats and Crop BulleUn of the 
Weather Bureau—Alabama Sec¬ 
tion—For Week Ending 
August 8, 1904. 


General Conditions. 

The week, as a whole, was cloudy 
and too wet for maturing crops, p'ar 
ticularly in middle counties, where ex¬ 
cessive rains of last few days have 
caused all streams to rise rapidly, in¬ 
undating considerable lowland corn 
and cotton. Locally excessive rains 
and damaging wind storms also oc¬ 
curred in some northern and south¬ 
eastern counties. Cotton continues to 
fruit well, though excessive moisture 
is still causing it to continue to run 
too much to stalk, retarding filling of 
bolls. Considerable rust and shedding 
are reported, with scattered reports of 
blight and boll worms, and a few re¬ 
ports of “black rot" in southeastern 
counties. While the crop as a whole 
continues quite promising, it is at that 
critical stage when a period of dry, 
comparatively warm weather is need¬ 
ed to prevent deterioration. It is 
opening slowly in southern counties, 
with very little picked. Corn, both 
early and late, is filling well and prom- 
ises a good yield, except in a few lo¬ 
calities. where damaged by previous 
drouth or recent excessive rains. Lit¬ 
tle fodder has been pulled on account 
of wet weather. All minor crops con¬ 
tinue promising, though grapes and 
late fruit are rotting. Pastures are 
good and a good hay crop is prom¬ 
ised. Fall gardens are being prepared. 
More turnips have been sown, with 
some up to good stands.

JAPS SURROUNDING LIAO YANG. 

General Kuropatkin Is Waiting. The 
Situation at Port Arthur 
Is Critical'. 

Emperor Nicholas has received dis¬ 
patches from General Kuropatkin 
dated August 8 and 9, mentioning a 
few minor reccnnoisances, but saying 
■there has been no particular change in 
the positions on either the east or 
south fronts. He points out the fact 
lhat the Japanese are using bullets of 
different calibre, some with nickel and 
Otbers with copper coverings, showing 
that their reserve men are now in the 
fighting line. 

Nervousness over the situation at 
the front seems to be increasing since 
the occupation by the Japanese of Wolf 
iHll, before Port Arthur. It is admit¬ 
ted that the besiegers have an elevated 
position, whence emplaced guns can 
command the fortress, and while still 
professing confidence that General 
Stoessel will be able to hold out with 
his compai'atively small garrison 
against the attackers, the state of af¬ 
fairs creates apprehension. 

Similar misgivings exist regarding 
General Kuropa’.kin’s .position, the ad¬ 
vantage of the new Japanese base at 
New Chang in greatly simplifying the 
problem of provisioning their army be¬ 
ing fully realized. 


Tax Valuations. 

The state auditor estimates that tax 
valuations of property In Alabama for 
the present year will exceed the val¬ 
uations of last year by $7,000,000.

Tlir.t’s the way tlie present admin¬ 
istration has of covering up loans 
it makes, and upon which the peo¬ 
ple of tlie county' pay interest 
(see last semi annual report of the 
Commissioners), and upon which 
tlie treasurer admits he receives a 
CO 111 miss ion.—Senli iiel. 

And again you are trying to 
siiift tlie key. The fact that your 
party has difraiichised white men 
in this county makes it necessary 
for you to want to hatch up some¬ 
thing against tlie Populist admin¬ 
istration and call it disfranchising 
the people. Y'our sickly' plea in 
tlie above does not. atone for the 
grave wrong done the white iiion 
of tiiis county in . depriving iliem 
Of casting a vote.

POLO AT MANILA. 


The Game Popular Among the Army 
Officers. 

A great many unpleasant things 
may truthfully be said about the Ma¬ 
nila climate, hut from the middle < 
November until the rains set in again 
the following June or July the sunset 
hour is usually an agreeable one for 
exercise. Early in December. 1902, a 
little group of army officers seized up¬ 
on’this fragment of cool daylight, and 
also upon a portion of the old Camp 
Wallace site, next the Luneta, and be¬ 
gan playing polo. By the middle of 
January the field was in such condi¬ 
tion that it could he played upon with 
a degree of pleasure. Prom six: to 
eight men usually turned out for the 
game every afternoon. 

Filipino ponies offered the most 
available mounts. During the war 
many officers rode them in tho field 
and practically everybody stationed in 
Manila keeps from one to four as har¬ 
ness horses. On the polo field they 
are inferior both to the Australian 
pony and to China ponies of a good 
class, but they are much cheaper than 
these, and they are hardy, intelligent 
and capable of providing good sport. 

The Filipino horse is probably a 
cousin of the mustang, both being de¬ 
scendants of the Barb stock brought 
to Mexico and the Philippines by the 
Spaniards, lake the mustang, he has 
excellent legs and feet, great endur¬ 
ance at slow work (without other food 
than grass), and a somewhat uncer¬ 
tain disposition. Twelve hands is 
perhaps the average height, with thir¬ 
teen as the miximum. Thirteen-hand 
ponies are rare. Nearly all horses 
used for saddle or harness purposes 
are stallions. 

As to the play, it promised in Janu¬ 
ary to be very creditable, considering 
the fact that nearly all the players 
were beginners. General Allen, for¬ 
merly Captain Allen of the Second 
cavalry post at Angeles. At Manila 
and well mounted ought to be a five 
or six goal man. He has been the 
father of the game in the islands, and 
the beginning which has been made is 
largely due to his‘energy and sports¬ 
manship. Captain Hains is the only 
other player who had played at home. 

As conditions In the island become 
more settled, it is probable that polo 
will becom_e widespread. Already the 
marine officers across the bay at Ca¬ 
vite have begun to play, and there is 
the nucleus of another club at the 
cavalry post at Nngeles. At Manila 
the game seems bound to flourish. 
There is a long rainless season, a tol¬ 
erable field beautifully situated next 
tho Luneta overlooking the bay. an 
abundance of ponies and for as long a 
tlmo as any man can foresee the as¬ 
sured presence of a large force of 
troops whose officers must find sport 
and exercise.—David Gray in Outing.

Built in Israel’s earlier and hap¬ 
pier days, but thrown down by Jezebel.

A type 
of the certain restoration of tin true and 
tlie downfall of the false. 31. “Twelve 
stones.” This was an act showing that 
the twelve tribes v/ere really one people 
and had one God in common. So .God’.s 
true churcli is one. “Israel » ♦ » thy 
name.” Israel signifies a prince who pre¬ 
vails with God. There are two records of 
the bestowal of thus name on Jacob. See 
Gen. 32: 28; 33: 2-10. 

32. “In the name,” etc. By the author¬ 
ity and for the glory of Jehovah. “A 
trench.” To catch the water poured over 
the sacrifice, and intensify the effect of 
this solemn object lesson. “Measures of 
seed.’’ The seah is estimated as contain¬ 
ing from one .and a half to three gallons. 
There is a difference of opinion as to the 
.size of the trench. ’Ihei'C would be no 
necessity for a large trench, and it is 
hardly jirobable that it wa.s as deep as tlie 
measure tliat held three gallons, as some 
seem to think. 'Terry is probably nearer 
correct in supposing the whole trench 
held three gallons. 

33. “Wood in order.” lie obeyed all the 
injunctions of the law with respect to the 
offering of a burnt sacrifice (Lev. 1: 6-8). 
He thus publicly taught that the ordi¬ 
nances of the law were binding imon the 
Kingdom of Israel. “Barrels.” (lommon 
jars still used in the East for carrying wa¬ 
ter, containing from three to five gallons 
apiece. 34. “Second * ♦ * third 
time.” To prevent any kind of suspicion 
that there was fire concealed under the 
altar. , Close by the place of sacrifice, 
shaded (by a noble old tree, is a large, nat¬ 
ural cistern of sweet .water, which the 
people say is never exhausted.

n. Fire from heaven (vs. 30-3S). 36. 

“At the time.” About 3 o’clock p. m. The 
prophet waited for the usual hour for the 
evening sacrifice, thus directing the minds 
of the people to the worship of Jehovah. 
“The propliet.” But here he performed 
the duties of the priest. While the priest 
could not of right he a prophet, the pro¬ 
phet could, by virtue of his direct com¬ 
mission and Ids higher function, act as a 
priest. ‘.‘Came near.” Ho expected an an¬ 
swer by fire, yet came'near to the altar 
with holdne.ss, and feared not that fire. 
“Abraham, Isaac.” Words first used by 
God at the burning bush, when He re¬ 
vealed Himself in flaming fire (Exod. 3: 
6, 16). “Knov.m.” That thou art God. 
The honor of God is hi.s ruling passion, the 
source and end of all his zeal. “'Tliy ser¬ 
vant.” That he, Elijah, was not their en¬ 
emy, as Ahab had announced him to be. 
but Jehovah’s servant. “At thy word.” 
That his words and works were not of 
himself, but of God. 

37. ‘"Turned' their heart liack again.” 
The end of a controversy i.s never the 
mere establishment of trutli, but the con¬ 
version of the people. Stern and relent¬ 
less as Elijah had been, his heart was full 
of God’s yearning tenderness, and he 
longed for their salvation. We are some¬ 
times called to preach bitter things, but 
the end of our ministry should be conver¬ 
sion, not condemnation. .38. “Fire, fell.” 
It did not burst out from the altar. This 
might still, notwithstanding the water, 
have offered some ground for suspicion 
tliat fire liad been concealed, after tho 
manner of the heathen, under the altar. 
Fire converted apostate Israel. Tlie Holy 
Ghost converted many in the apostle’s 
day. That same fire, invisible to immortal 
eyes, works as remarkably to-day. “Con¬ 
sumed.” 'Tlie pi-ocess is remarkable. 1. 
'The fire came down from heaven. 2. The 
pieces of sacrifice were first consumed. 3. 
'The wood next, to show that it wa.s not 
by the "svood that the flesh was burnt. 4. 
’Twelve stones were consumed, to show it 
was no common fire, but one whose agen¬ 
cy nothing could resist. 5. The dust, the 
earth of which the altar was constructed, 
was burnt. 6. The water in the trench was, 
by the action of the fire, entirely evapo¬ 
rated. 7. The action of this fire wa.s in 
cver.v case downward, contrary to the na¬ 
ture of all earthly and material fire.- 
iMoaes’ altar and Solomon’s were conse¬ 
crated by the fii-e from heaven; this was 
des'oroyed. 

HI. 'The decision of the people (vs. 39, 
40). 

39. “Fell on their faces.” In reverent 
worsliip and awe at the divine manifesta¬ 
tion, they fell on their faces and with one 
voice declared, “Jehovah, He is God.” The 
test wa-s convincing and would help the 
people to stand against Jezebel and her 
terrible persecutions. 40. “Prophets of 
Baal.” 'There were 450 of them. It ap» 
))ears that the 400 jiropliets of Asherah 
(tlie grove) were not present. "Brook 
Kislion.” 'This brook flows along the very 
base of Carmel on the side to'wards the 
sea. Here Sisera \va.s overthrown by Ba¬ 
rak (Judg. 4: 7). “Slew them.” 'SVe can 
hardly suppose that Elijah himself put 
them to death. He is only said to do that 
which he caused the people to do. 'The 
imiests of Baal hardened tlicir hearts, per¬ 
sisted in their rebellion, refused submis¬ 
sion and were destroyed. 

IV. Elijah’s prayer and the answer (i^"* 
41-46). 

41. “Eat and drink.” During the ex¬ 
citing scenes of tlie day there had been no 
time or /inclination to partake of food. 
“Abundance of rain.” Faith in God was 
the foundation for this positive declara¬ 
tion from the prophet. 42. Both Aliab 
and Elijah returned to the top of Carmel, 
the one to eat and the otlier to jiray. 'The 
prophet withdrew himself from the pres¬ 
ence of the King and cast himself down 
upon the earth before the Lord. See 
James 5: 17. 43. “Said to his servant.” 
Tradition tells us that this servant w.a.s 
the widow’s son whom he had raised from 
the dead (chapter 17: 23). Elijah told his 
servant to look towards the sea, for from 
that direction the storm would come. 'The 
servant looked and said; ‘"There is noth¬ 
ing.” Then Elijah said, “Go again .seven 
time.s.” 44. At last, at the seventh time, 
he reported a cloud like a man’s hand. Im¬ 
mediately the prophet .sent to Ahab to 
hasten home lest the rain stop him. 45. 
“Ahab * * * went to Jezreel.” .Tez- 
reel became one of the most famous of the 
royal residences. It did no; supersede 
8amaria, but litre- .Miab built a palace 
(chapter 21: 1), and it was his summer 
home. 43. “Ran before .'hab.” 'The spirit 
of the Lord wa.s on Elijah and ho was giv¬ 
en supcrna"i.iu"a! strength. 


"’iVe are all potonFlally tramps,”

THE AFRICAN SPIDER TREE. 


Extraordinary Plant "Whlcli Grows One 
Foot High in a Century. 

One of the most curious plants in 
the world Is one described by trav¬ 
elers recently returned from the Cape 
Negro colony, a little known region of 
Africa, and called the spider plant, 
says the Chicago Clironlcle. These 
travelers often heard from the natives 
of a plant that "was part spider, and 
that, gro"wing, threw its legs about In 
continual struggles to escape. It was 
the good fortune of Dr. IVelwltsch to 
discover the origin of the legend. Stroll¬ 
ing along through a wind swept table¬ 
land connti"}', he came upon a plant 
that rested low upon the ground, but 
had two enormous leaves that had 
twl-sted about it in the wind like ser¬ 
pents; in fact. It looked as the natives 
had said, like a gigantic spider. 

Its stem was four feet across and 
but a foot high. It had but two leaves 
in reality, that were six or eight feet 
long, and split up by the wind, so 
that they resembled ribbons. This is 
probably the most extraordinary tree 
known. It grows for nearly. If not 
quite, a century, but never upward be¬ 
yond a foot, simply expanding until 
it reaches the diameter given, looking 
in its adult state like a singular stool 
on the plain from ten to eighteen feet 
in circumference. 

"When the wind caRie rushing in 
from the sea, lifting the curious rib¬ 
bon like leaves and to-ssliig them about, 
it almost seemed to the discoverer that 
the strange plant had suddenly become 
Imbued with life and was struggling 
to escape. 'When a description and 
picture of the plant were sent to Eng¬ 
land it was, like many other discov¬ 
eries. discredited, but soon the plant 
itself -was received, and now Welwlt- 
sohia mlrabills is well known to bot¬ 
anists.

Climate and Crop Bulleiiln of the 

Weather Bureau—Alabama Sec¬ 
tion—For Week Ending 
August 13, 1904. 
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General Conditions. 

Rather cool, continued wet weather 
made the week, as a whole, imtavor- 
able for cotton and maturing corn; 
the rainfali was heavy over the great¬ 
er portion of the state, and excessive 
In some southern and middle coun¬ 
ties; In Some central counties, consid¬ 
erable lov;land corn" and cotton were 
damaged by overflow. Continued wet 
'weather has caused cotton to dete¬ 
riorate considerably, especially In mid¬ 
dle and southern counties, where rust 
and rot are prevalent, and where shed¬ 
ding is becoming serious; in many 
fields full grown bolls are dropping, 
and in some places the plants are yel¬ 
lowing and shedding leaves; in some 
northern and western co-unties the 
orop continues to fruit'satisfactorily, 
but over the state, as a whole, the con¬ 
dition of the crop has been lowered 
somewhat during the past two weeks; 
bolls Rre opening slowly and very lit¬ 
tle has been picked. 'While corn has 
been damaged slightly in some fields 
by continued wet weather, a very good 
yield of corn seems assured; gome 
early corn hag been gathered in south- 
ei'n counties. Fodder pulling has been 
retarded by wet weather, which has 
damaged some of this forage. All mi¬ 
nor crops continue promising; some 
early sv/eet potatoes and ground peas 
are being gathered, with good yield; 
sorghum and. hay are generally prom¬ 
ising, though dry weather Is needed 
for saving these crops. Pears are 
yielding well, though this fruit and- 
grapes are still rotting from excessive 
moisture. More turnips have been 
sown, with much of the early sown 
up to good stands.

Czarevttoh Alexis Will Rida- to His 
Christening. 

St. Petersburg’s golden carriages, 
which are used only at the time of 
imperial christenings, have been taken 
from the annex to the palace where 
state coaches and sleighs are kept, 
and drawn by six pairs of milk white 
steeds gorgeously caparisoned, remov¬ 
e's to Peterhofii to be used In conveying 
the heir of all Russians from the vill;i 
Alexandria to the great palace a 
couple of miles distant. 

Two of the highest personages in 
the land—the young empress and 
Emperor Nicholas—will be absent. 
Their majesties catnot enter the 
church ■while the christening is in 
progress because It is contrary to the 
rule of the orthodox church for 
parents to attend . such ceremonies, 
the god parents being considered as 
representing them before the Al¬ 
mighty. 

Little Alexis will be borne to the 
font accompanied by Prince Henry 
of Prussia and Prince Louis of Batten- 
herg, representing the god fathers. 
Emperor 'William and King Ed war J, 
and by the godmother, the empress 
dowager. The metropolitiafi Of St. 
Petersburg will have the honor of 
annointing the Infant and immersing 
him In holy water (complete immer¬ 
sion is necessary, according to the 
rules of the church). 

It was at first intended to follow the 
custom of giving a grand banquet at 
the palace after the christening, but 
the sovereigns have decided to forego 
functions of this kind while the coun¬ 
try is undergoing the ordeal of war. 


RYANS CLAIMS SEABOARD. 


Recent Purchase of Stock Gives Him 
Its Control. 

Thomas F. Ryan states that he has 
purchased for himself and associates, 
Blair and Co. and T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, Ji., the Seaboard Air Line 
stock which was held by Messrs. Wil¬ 
liams and Mlddendorff, amounting to 
140,000 shares, and that these gentle¬ 
men will resign from the board of 
directors the transaction, it is under¬ 
stood that Messrs. Ryan, Blair and 
Coolidge now own about $25,000,000 
of Seaboard stock and that their 
friends, including C. Sidney Shepard, 
own $16,000,000 more, making about 
$40,000,000 out of a total capital stock 
of $62,000,000. 

The gross earnings of the Seaboard 
Air Line sjftem for the twelve months 
ended June 30, 1904, exceeded $13,000,- 
000 The surplus earnings after the 
payment- of operating expenses, taxes 
and fixed charges, including interest 
on bonds, interest on car trusts and 
rentals amounted to $5,000,000. 

Seaboard Air Line railway has loan¬ 
ed larger sums of money to the At¬ 
lanta and Birmingham road for con- 
.structlon purposes in advance of the 
Issuance of the first mortgage bonds 
on that property, and as the track is 
laid and completed these bonds are 
being delivered to the Atlanta and 
Birmingham bond syndicate and 
paid for. 


BANK ROBBED. 

While fbe Cashier Was Gone to Din¬ 
ner—No Clew. 

A bold daylight robbery took place 
at Stevenson Saturday during the noon 
hour. Charles Alston, the cashier of 
the bank, went to dinner at the usual 
hour, 12 o’clock, and on his return 
found that robbers had entered the 
bank from the rear of the building 
through a window and had taken from 
the cash drawer all tlie money in it, 
between $900 and $1000, leaving as si¬ 
lently as tliey entered without being 
detected by any one. 

Bloodhotihds were telegraphed for, 
and in three hours after the discovery 
was made Detective d-'hipps was on 
the spot fioln Chattanooga with his 
dogs. The dogs took the trail readily 
and run it a mile due west to the coal 
chute on the Southern railroad and 
could do nothing more with it.

Now Controlled by Japanese. 
Russian Navy Defeated. 
Port Arthur Matters. 


JAPANESE PRESS THEIR VICTORY. 


Combined Attack on Port Arthur by 
Land and Sea—Reinforce¬ 
ments Arrive. 

That a general land and naval at¬ 
tack was made on Port Arthur Mon¬ 
day is Indicated by information from 
various sources. 

A statement that the naval attack 
was made at 4 o’clock in the morning 
comes from an authoritative, but not 
diplomatic quarter. 

Heavy fighting has oc'curred at Port 
Arthur during the past few day's. The 
Japanese capturdU three Russian bat¬ 
teries and secured position close to 
the inner fortifications. Both sides lost 
neavlly. 

The Japanese have commenced a 
bombardment from Lang Mountain on 
the harbor and interior defenses. 

Twelve additional Japanese regi¬ 
ments have reached Port Arthur. 

It is stated on trustworthy authority 
that the mikado has ordered that Port 
Arthur must be taken at any cost even 
if it necessitates the suspension of op¬ 
erations in Manchuria, and It is quite 
possible that the main Japanese force 
will proceed to Port Arthur within a 
few days. 

There is activity aboard the ships 
of the Baltic, fleet. A large amount of 
sailors' baggage is being taken to the 
new battleship Orel!. Orders have 
been Issued that all torpeflo boats and 
destroyers of the second division 'shall 
be called to full capacity. The boats 
ire to await further orders In the 
imall roadstead at Cronstadt. 

An iinconfirmod report says the 
Russian cruiser Novik, which put into 
Tsing Tau after the battle of August 
lOth off Port Arthur, and which coal¬ 
ed there and put to sea within her 
twenty-four hour limit, has been sunk 
forty miles from Tsing ’Tau. 

The Russian minister has sent thd 
Chinese government a strong note 
charging it with duplicity in the Reye- 
shiteinl affair, charging the Chinese 
commodore with cowardice or treason, 
and demanding a full explanation, the 
restoration of the destroyer and severe 
punishment of the commodore. The 
Chinese government has demanded 
from the Japanese the restoration of 
the destroyer. 

Vice Admiral Kamimura encounter¬ 
ed the Russian Viadivostock squadron 
at dawn Sunday, north of Tsu Island, 
in the straits of Korea, and attacked 
the enemy at once. The battle lasted 
five hours and resulted In a complete 
■lapanese victory. Thei,Russian cruiser 
Rurik was sunk and the cruisers Ros- 
sla and Gromobol fled to the north¬ 
ward after having sustained serious 
damage. 

Vice Admiral Kamimura cables to 
the navy department that the Injuries 
inflicted upon his vessels were slight. 
The late of the crew of the Rurik is 
not known. It is presumed that many 
of them were killed or wounded. The 
strength of the fleet of Vice Admiral 
Kamimura is not known, hut it is pre¬ 
sumed that he had the Adsuma. Id- 
sumo, Iwate and other light cruisers. 

The expectation at St. Petersburg is 
that Port Arthur will fail at any mo¬ 
ment. Special significance is attach¬ 
ed to the fact that Lieutenant Genera! 
Stoessel’s wife and children went to 
Che Foo on board the torpedo boat 
destroyer Ryeshitelni. 

Vice Admiral Kamimura rescued 600 
of the crew of the Russian cruiser Ru¬ 
rik, sunk by his sqfladron off Tsu 
island.

This matter, which is the most im¬ 
portant of the American demands, was 
settled by extending to American 
schools the same treatment as that 
accorded to schools under the protec¬ 
tion of other powers. A settlement 
of other matters affecting American ifi- 
teresta in Turkey of secondary impor¬ 
tance has also been effected and Min¬ 
ister Irishman has telegraphed to Ad¬ 
miral Jewell, in command of the Unit¬ 
ed States squadron sent to Smyrna, 
instructing him to salute the batteries 
on land and depart. 

The sitting of the council of min¬ 
isters at which the settlement was 
agreed upon was a long one and it 
was not until near its close that an 
agreement was reached. The delay 
in the settlement is believed to have 
been caused by the intervention of the 
palace functionaries whose policy in 
order to retain the sultan’s favor con¬ 
sists of combating the rights and priv- 
ileges of foreign subjects.

Action has been brought to recovei 
money willed to Hon. B. AV. AValker, 
formerly United States marshal at 
Montgomery and at present a candi¬ 
date for congress on the republican 
ticket in the fifth district, to which he 
has moved his residence. The money, 
$10,000, was willed by Mrs. Mary E. 
Walker, mother of ex-Marshal AValk¬ 
er, who died some time ago in this 
city. The contestants are the nephew 
and niece of Captain Walker, Trimble 
and Miss Adele Walker, who allege 
undue influence on the part of their 
Uncle. 

The National Business Men’s League 
Is pushing its mov'ement to amend the 
federal constitution so as to lengthen 
the jjfesidential term to six years, 
and making the president ineligible 
for re-election. The reason urged is 
the constant danger of business de¬ 
pression following the presidential 
electiofi. 

State Auditor T. L. Sowell has defi¬ 
nitely ruled that sheriffs and tax col¬ 
lectors anil assessors do not have to 
secure new commissions for the terms 
of office extended by the new consti¬ 
tution and legislature. It is only nec¬ 
essary to file new bonds. All officers 
of this class are requested not to send 
the dollar fee for commission, as it 
will have to he returned.

It met 
two years ago at Macon, Ga., where 
a government experiment station was 
established some time later. 

A committee from Birmingham's 
Commercial Club will go to Washing¬ 
ton and appear before the rivers and 
harbors committee to urge that the 
government make the necessary ap¬ 
propriation of $300,000 to have the 
work of improving Mobile’s harbor 
done.

Sheiby eountjy and winch shall be 
a eoiif.t of record, and wiiich siiail 
have and exercise all the jiiri.sflic. 
tion and powtd's wliich are now, or 
iiiay hereaftor be eonferred by law 
on tlie several circuit and clHincery 
courts of tlie Stale. Vv'licn exercis¬ 
ing tlie powers and jurisdiction of 
courts of law, said county eburt o!' 
Shelby county s!;al! conform to the 
rules of procedure and jiractice in 
tlie circuit courts of tlie State, and 
when exercising tite powers and 
jurisdiction of the courts of equity, 
it shiiil conform to riienilesot pre- 
ecdure and practice in the chan¬ 
cery courts of the State, -c-xccpt 
when the rules; precedur.o and prac¬ 
tice are ciianged by this act; I’ro- 
vided, 'That lire presiding judge 
sliali have tiie I'.owcr to make such 
rules of practice, not inenn.sislenl 
with the general rules of practice 
and tlio srututeK of Alaliaii)!i, as 
may be required by a' propc>r sy.s- 
teni of city court practice, and 
aiuj-nd the same as may bn oxjm- 
dien't ; sucli rules siiall ba entered 
upon the lainitles of'stiid court, 
iind the same may ho ciiaiigcd or 
ametuled by the supreuio court of 
tho State. • 

Section 3. Be it further enacted ; 
Tliat \he judge of sail) county 
court shall ho a citizen of Slielby 
cniiiity at llic time of liis appoint¬ 
ment. and during hi.s coiitiiuianco 
in ofitce .sliall reside in sai-i county, 
and at tlie time of hi.s appoint 
ment, sltali have lieen a citizen of 
the State for a period tif live year.s 
next preeeeding lii.s appointment, 
and shall not bo less titan twenty 
five year.s of age, and li'arned in 
llte law. Vacancies in tlie olliceof 
tlie judge of Said county court shall 
be filiecl liy the governor, and the 
person so ajtpointed shall hold said 
office during tiie unexpired term of 
his predecessor, and until liis suc¬ 
cessor shall have been appointed 
and quiilined. 

Section 10. Beit further enacted ; 
That there sltali be four jury terms 
ill said court each year, to coiii- 
m'ence on tiie third Monday in Jnn- 
uarv, April, July and Getoher re 
spoolively : and said jury term may 
continue until tlie business of the 
court on the juiy docket sliall have 
been dispo.sed of, not to exceed, 
however, two week.s at tiny jury 
term, and tliat grand and petit 
juries for the trial of causes in 
said court sliell bo drawn, sum- 
luonecl and einpanneiled in the same 
maiinor as "is now provided for or 
ntiiy iiercafler be provided by law 
for drawiiig, summoning and eiii- 
pannelliiig jurors for lliii circuit 
court of Shelby county and veiiir- 
i'es for such juries sliall Ic issued 
twenty thiy.s before I lie da y on 
wiiich said jurors arc drawn to 
serve and the same raatincr as Uiey 
are issued in and for tiic circuii 
coint, and said county co'.’.rt shall 
liiive tlie Biiuie power to order spe¬ 
cial veniries tuid suniiiions, swear 
and oinpatiel tales jurors a.s tiie 
circuit courts of tlie. State. Pro¬ 
vided, 'I'hat juries for .the trial of 
capital cases shall be drawn, sum¬ 
moned and empannelled as is now 
Or may hc'reafter bo jirovided by 
law for drawing, summoning and 
empaiiiicllitig juries for tlie ifiiil of 
cajiltal cases in tho circuit court 
of the Stale. Tlie cdiailengcs of ju¬ 
rors sliall be the saiiie as now or 
hereafter may bo provided by lav; 
in tlie circuit courts of tlio State, 
and all laws applicable to jurors 
and juries in tiie circuit courts iif 
the Stale siiall apjtly equally to 
tliisNcourt, except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided by .this act. Provided, That 
grand juries shall he enipunnelled 
and .organized at tiie beginning of 
each January and July term of 
said court, unless the judge there¬ 
of deem sucli grand jury unneces¬ 
sary, in which'case he may by' or¬ 
der ill writing sfiread on tlie min¬ 
utes of ihe^eourt direct the clerk 
not to issue a venire for grand ju¬ 
rors at such term. Provided fur¬ 
ther, Tliat wlientver in tlie opin¬ 
ion of the judge of said court, it is 
necessary to organize a grand jury 
for tlie investigation of any capital 
oifeiiso committed in said county', 
tlie judge ot said court may by an 
order made and entered on tiie 
minutes of said court order a spe- 
"cial grand jury drawn and sum¬ 
moned for that purpose, and may 
organize, empannel and charge 
such special grand jury, and may 
also in like manner order a special 
petit jury' drawn aiid summoned 
for tiie purjicise of trying any per¬ 
son indicted by said Kpeeial grand 
jury, and may proceed to organize 
and eiupaiinel sueli special petit 
jury and try sucli cause at any time 
he tmiy deem such proceeding neces¬ 
sary.

1. T’ne flight, of Elijah (vs. l-'J). 1- 

“Told Jezebel.” She was not affected by 
the story as she would have been by the 
actual events. “Elijah had done.” Ahab 
did not appear to recognize the hand of 
God in the affair. There are eyes so blind¬ 
ed (2 Cor. 4:4} and hearts so steeled 
against the truth that no evidence can 
reach them. “Had slain.” The slaughter 
of the prophets of Baal, who were prob¬ 
ably of the same foreign nature as the 
queen, was what stirred all the fierceness 
of her nature. As she listens to the story 
her one thought is revenge. 

2. “Sent a messenger.” Her-.', was lack 
of shrewdness and forethought, if she 
really wished and designed to carry out 
her threat, for such an announcement of 
her purpose gave Elijah full opportunity 
to escape her, or prepare to meet her op¬ 
position. But it is possible that her ob¬ 
ject was to. terrify him and drive him 
away from her city, and that she feared to 
cope with him otherwise, lest her own fate 
should be like that of the false prophets. 
Some have thought that the ex.aet time 
which ivas given him — “by to-morrow 
about this time”—is a proof that her 
threat “was intended and understood as a 
sentence of banishment on pain of death.” 
“Unto Elijah.’’ The prophet did not ven¬ 
ture into the city, and thus put himself in 
her power, but waited to .see how she 
would receive the news. It is not the duty 
of even God’s prophets to rush heedlessly 
into the lion’s den unless directl.v com¬ 
manded to do so. He used good judgment 
in this matter. “Let tlie gods.” One of 
the most tremendous vows wliieli mark the 
liistory of the Semitic race, both -williin 
and without the Jewisli pale. Tliis was 
the most terrible oath she could use. It 
meant that if she did not slay Elijah then 
let the gods slay hei 

•3. “When iie saw." When he heard of 
the rage of Jezebel, and saw the storm 
that was coming on him. “Went for hi.s 
life.” He knew Ahab’s iveakness and lack 
of courage and the instability of piililic 
sentiment. It seemed to him that his ef¬ 
forts had been in vain, that the bright 
prospects on Carmel had resulted in no 
Ijefmanent good, and that God's cause 
was utterly. lo.st. Jehovah seems to liave 
left him for a sea.son to, himself. I’ei-hans 
there was danger that, like the apo.stlc, he 
might be exalted above, incasnre by the 
abundance of revelations and of power 
which were nianifeste'ei through liim (2 
Cor. 12: 7), and it was needful to vomiiul 
him by an impressive experience that lie 
wa.s still a man encompassed witli human 
passions and infirmities. To many it may 
seem that a great opportunity to reform 
tlie worsliip of the kingdom was lost by 
Elijah’s flight. The people were con¬ 
vinced, and it would have been an easy 
matter for God to have removed .Jczehel 
and the remaining false pi-opheU. But 
there is a point beyond wdiich divine pow¬ 
er will not multiply miracles, and the turn¬ 
ing point here was the instability of Aliab. 
"Beer-sheba.” .At the extreme southern 
limit of Palestine, and about ninety-five 
miles from .Jezreel. Beer-sheba was oiig- 
inally assigned to the tribe of Simeon 
(Josh. 19: 2). though in .Josh. 15: 28 it is 
included among the uttermost cities of 
Judah. It appears that the tribe of Si¬ 
meon had now become largely absorbed in 
the tribe of Judah. “Left lii.s servant.” 
Tlie servant must have attended him from 
Carmel to Jezreel and from thence to the 
south of Judah. 'Fhe prophet now desire.s 
solitude. In the need of spiritual oommii- 
nio.n with God no companion is desiied. 
Even .iesus Himself said to Tfis disciples, 
“Sit ye here, while T go and pray yonder” 
((’^Iatt. 26: .36). Jewish tradition says the 
servant was the .sou of the widow of Zare- 
lihatb, and no less a perso’n than the pro¬ 
phet Jonah. 

II. Elijah in despair, fv. 4). 4. “fnto 
tlie wilderness.'’ 'The wilderness here spo¬ 
ken of is the desert of Paran, tliroiigii 
whicli the Israelites had of old wandered 
from Egypt toward tlie promised land. 
He did not feel himself safe until he wa.s 
beyond the territory of both Ahah and 
.Tehoshaphat. He is now led down into 
the dark depths of temptation. “Juniper 
tree.” The Hebrew says, literally, one ju¬ 
niper tree, or broom, shrub, and thus de¬ 
picts the desolation of the country. It 
was stout enough to he used for fuel (Psa. 
120:4), and in time of famine its roots 
could be eaten (Job 30:3, 41. “'That he 
might die,” 'The prophet’s deprcs.sion had 
reached its lowest point. "Not better,” 
etc. His life seemed like a great failure. 
In moments of despondency even Shakes¬ 
peare thought himself no poet, and Ra¬ 
phael doubted his right to bo called a 
painter. 

HI. Elijah ted by .angels (vs. 5-8). 5. 
“Lay and slept.” Elijah was pliysica'ly 
exhausted. It was the re.-iction after the 
intense nervous strain on Carmel. I'ii'st. of 
all God supplied his physical necessitijs. 
He giveth His beloved sleep. “An angel. 
We hear little of these heavenly minis- 
trants during the great perjod of prophetic 
activity. 'The mediation of angohs was 
largely supplanted li.v that of i:ispii-C(l 
men. 'But at time.s they appear to remind 
us that they ever encamp around finds 
servants. “Arise and eat.” Food was 
jirovided for him. Jeliovah is not yet 
done with him, and He miraculmisty cares 
for him as He did for Joiiali wlien ho fled

IN THE BARREN LANDS. 


AVhen a native lady enters a Jap¬ 
anese railway carriage she slips her 
feet from her tiny shoes, stands upon 
the seat and then demurely sits with 
her feet doubled beneath her. A mo¬ 
ment later she lights a cigarette or 
her little pipe, which holds just to¬ 
bacco enough to produce two good 
whiffs of smoke. When the ticket col¬ 
lector, attired In a blue uniform, en¬ 
ters the carriage he removes his cap 
and twice hows politely. He repeats 
the bow as he comes to each passen 
ger to collect the tickets. 


The warm wave over the west has 
spread all over the country between 
the Mississippi river and the Rocky 
mountains and also over the southern 
states. It was particularly severe in 
South Dakota, where maximum tem¬ 
peratures reached 100 degrees. In the 
cotton belt the average maximum was 
90 degrees and above, except in the 
Atlanta district, where it was not so 
warm. The maximum at Birmingham 
was 90 degrees.

Caspar Whitney’s Experiences in an t)h- 
hospitable Geglon. 

The Barren Lands, called by the In¬ 
dians “Land of Little Sticks,” are ab¬ 
solutely devoid, not only of trees, but 
evet of brush, except for some stunt¬ 
ed bTshes to be found in occasional 
spots near the water's edge. These 
lands lie in British Columbia, near the 
Great Slave Lake. Mr. Casper Whit¬ 
ney, In describing a hunting trip 
through this region, in “Musk-Ox, Bi¬ 
son, Sheep and Goat,” says that a ven¬ 
ture into this north country, except in 
summer, means a struggle with both 
cold and famine. Yet the lack of food 
was not so hard to bear as the wund, 
and camping was a continual discom¬ 
fort. 

“One of the first lessons I learned,” 
wu-ites Mr. Whitney, “was to keep my 
face free from covering, and also as 
clean shaven as possible under such 
circumstances. It makes me smiie now 
to remember the elaborate hood ar¬ 
rangement which wuis knitted for me 
In Canada, and which then seemed to 
me ore of the most imnortant articles 
of my cquipmenu It covered the en¬ 
tire head, ears and neck, with openings 
only for the eyes and mouth, and in 
town I had viewed it as a great find, 
but I threw it away before I got with¬ 
in a thousand miles of the Barren 
Grounds. 

“The reason is obvious. My breath 
turned the front of the hood Into a 
sheet of ice before I had run three 
miles; and as there was no fire in the 
Barren Grounds to thaw it, of coiir.se 
it was an impossible thing to wear in 
that region. After other e.xperiments. 

I found the simplest and most com¬ 
fortable headgear to be my ow'n long 
hair, which hung even with my jaw, 
bound about just above the ears with a 
handkerchief, and the open hood of my 
caribou skin capote drawn forward 
over all. 

“The most trying hour in the twenty- 
four was at the camping time in the 
afternoon. The fire furnished no 
warmth; it was not built for that pur¬ 
pose; It was simply to boll the tea, 
and perhaps an idea of its size can be 
given by saying that by the time the 
snow .in the kettle had melted into 
water and the water begun to boil the 
fire was exhausted. 

“Having drunk the tea, we rolled up 
in our robes, lying side by side round 
the tepee, with feet toward the fire 
and head against the sledge, knees 
into the back of the man next to you, 
and with your snowshoes under your 
head, away from the dogs that would 
eat the lacing. 

“Sleep never came until the dogs 
had finished fighting over, us, for as 
soon as we were I'olled into our robes 
the dogs poured into the tepee. There 
were twenty-eight dogs, and the lodge 
was about seven feet in diameter at 
its base. No hour in the day or night 
was more miserable than this, when 
these half-starved brutes fought over 
and on top of us before they finally 
settled down upon us. 

“In extremely cold weather a dog 
curled up at your feet or back is not 
unpleasant; but to have one lying on 
your head, another on your shoulders 
or hips, or perhaps a third on your feet, 
and you lying on your side on reeky, 
uneven ground, is not a happy experi¬ 
ence.”
